The third annual review of 
the world grain market situa- 
tion by United Grain Growers 
Limited, which was presented 
at the annual meeting of that 
co’y held recently in Saskatoon 
has just been published. As 
in previous years the review 
contains a concise sumary of 
statistics relating tothe world 
production of and world trade 
in wheat, and at the same time 
discusses various developments 
in the wheat situation. It is 
pointed out that there is still 
as there have been for several 
years, special circumstances 
connected with the supply of 


wheat, which would make 
fairly low prices inevitable. 
But the general depression 


which now for over three years 
has afflicted the world is con- 
sidered even more important 
as a depressing factor in prices, 
This year’s world production 
outside of Russia and China is 
practically the same as last year 
probably less than consumption 
would be under’ conditions 
which would permit a normal 
flow of trade and larger con- 
sumption’of wheat in importing 
countries where have been kept 
very high by tariffs. Develop- 
ments in the United States, in 
Russia, in Great Britian and 
in continental Europe, are dis- 
cussed and the whole review 
will repay careful reading.

Canadian Pacific Ry, jurisdiction of 
the Arbitral Tribunal embraces 
matters of so great importance as 
to amount to virtual control in 
all major branches of its under- 
taking. Take alone the subjects 
of joint terminals and the pooling 
of traffic. The former are the 
nerve centres of railway opera~ 
tions, and the latter involve the 
whole ‘benefits received from such 
operations. It is to be open to 

ther party to propose measures 
jpyolving these yital matters, and, 

agreement ig not reached, both 
the pMnciple of the proposal and 
the terms on which itis tobe car- 
ried out are to be left to arbitra- 
tion, It will be noted that every 
one of the subjects involve ques- 
tions of policy, questions of ad- 
ministration, and, underlying both 
of those, questions of finance, and, 
for that reason, they are in my 
submission, not fit and proper to 
be determined by arbitration. The 
Company welcomes the suggestion 
of voluntary agreement as to such 
matters, They are quite proper- 
ly the subject of voluntary co- 
operation, but the Company is 
startled by the suggestion that 
they may be forced upon it by an 
authority not’ responsible to its 
shareholders. Control by a tri- 
bunal constituted as proposed 
should not be imposed upon a pri- 
vately owned railway company 
operating in competition with the 
Government Railways. 

“The sweeping character of the 
arbitration feature of the Bill is 
shown by the provisions of Sec- 
ton 17, which declares that it is 


but, in any case, it opens up a 
very wide field of jurisdiction, 

“As to the Arbitral Tribunals, it 
will be obseryed that whether 
they consist of three or five mem- 
bems, the Canadian Pacific is in 
every case to haye a voice in the 
appointment of only one member 
of the Board, In the last analy- 
sis, therefore, the Company will 
be completely divested of control 
of its property in favour of an 
outside authority, JI cannot too 
strongly urge upon you the seri- 
ous nature of this feature of the 
Bill, as well from the standpoint 
of public policy as of the rights 
and interests of the shareholders 
of the Canadian Pacific. 

“To control of its undertaking 
as provided by the existing statu- 
tory law, the Company takes no 
exception, Regulations through 
the Board of Railway Commission- 
ers and the control of rates, faci- 
lities and services in the interest 
of the public is a proper subject 
of legislation, but Part IIT. of the 
proposed Bill is a very different 
matter, 

“If it be the view of Parliament 
that co-operation shall be con- 
trolled and directed by another 
and independent tribunal, whose 
decisions shall be final and bind- 
ing on the Canadian Pacific, then 
I would suggest, for your consid- 
eration, that the Government of 
Canada and the Canadian Pacific 
should enter intg an agreement 
for a period of years by which the 
Company wou agree to this 
form of administration upon re- 
ceiving protection to the holders 
of its securities and shares; that 
consideration being given because 
of the relinquishment of the con- 
trol of their own property during 
the term of such agreement.” 

In leading up to his statement 
of the Company's position, Mr, 
Beatty pointed to the great part 
the Company has played in the 
up-building of Canada and argued 
that the proposed Arbitral Board 
was in fact an invasion of the 
Companys’ charter rights,—rights 
granted it in return for construct- 
ing the road and thus making 
Confederation an established fact. 

“During the fifty years of its 
exjgiante the Company’s under- 
taking has expanded with the 
growth of the country,” he sald, 
“until its property Investment now 
represents more than $1,100,000,- 
000, held by not less than 180,000 
share and security holders, over 
60,000 of whom are Canadians. 
Since 1902 the Company has is- 


that average price, a dividend of 
5% yields a-return of only 3.53% 
to the shareholders on their in- 
yestment, It is my submission to 
your Committee that the magni- 
tude of their undertaking and its 
importance,to the. country entitle 
them to consideration in any le- 
gislative measure affecting their 
control of their property, They 
have provided Canada with a 
transportation service on land and 
sea that is wnexcelled in the 
world, and there ig no part of ‘her 
settled. territory and no phase 
of her commercial life and wel- 
fare that is not touched by the 
operations of the Company and 
concerned in the continued suc- 
cess of its enterprise. As the 
Royal Commission has said, the 
Company is Canada’s largest tax- 
payer. Its tax ‘bill during the 
last ten years averaged more than 
$7,000,000 per annum, and since 
its incorporation it has paid: up- 
ward of $116,000,000 in taxes. Dur- 
ing the last fifteen years it has 
contributed to the Federal ex- 
chequer the sum of $25,500,000. As 
a citizen it has contributed its 
full share to Institutions of a pub- 
lic nature for the advancement of 
social and commercial welfare.” 

The Company, he contended, has 
been the foremost agency in Can- 
ada in the work of colonization, 
immigration and development, and 
as a war effort had been able to 
advance or guarantee to the Em- 
pire cause more than $100,000,000, 
and to furnish means of transpor- 
tation for approximately 1,000,000 
soldiers and 4,000,000 tons of war 
supplies, 

Mr. Beatty referred to the con- 
solidation of the Government rail- 
ways ten yearsago, The Canadian 
National had at once begun an 
active and aggressive campaign of 
competition backed by the credit 
and resources of the Government. 
To alleviate the situation arising 
out of that competition the Bill 
proposed Close ¢o-o 
tween the Canadian Na 
the Canadian Pacific in order to 
effect necessary economies, 

“So far as the Canadian Pacific 
is concerned,” he continued, “we 
would accept a statutory direction 
that we should co-operate because 
we are willing to co-operate. We 
are satisfied that a fuller measure 
of co-operation will be secured 
from three causes, first, the ne- 
cessities of the situation; second- 
ly, the statutory direction by Par- 
liament that this should be a mat- 
ter of policy by the private com-

“I observe in some of the ad- 
dresses delivered in the Senate 
upon the bill that some phases of 
the measure were gdvocated or 
accepted in the beliéf apparently 
that there was no other alterna- 
tive which would bring about the 
economies so sorely required. 
Quite obviously, there is only one 
way in which the maximum eco- 
nomies are obtainable and that is 
unification for the purpose of ad- 
ministration, whether for a limit- 
ed number of years or for a long 
term. The Royal Commission has 
considered and rejected such a 
plan for reasons they have ex- 
plained in the Report, but there 
can be no doubt of its very great 
advantages from the point of view 
of economy and efficiency. 


“I am not an alarmist, nor am 
I a pessimist so far as Canada is 
concerned. I commend, however, 
to the committee the conclusions 
in the last paragraph of the Re- 
port of the Royal Commission aa 
to the effect on the Dominion’ 
finances and on the Companys 
position unless we take heed 0} 
the present grave situation an 
adopt drastic measures ta correc 
it.’ I have already said that 
regard the Railway preblem aa 
the most yital domestic problem 
confronting the Canadian people, 
In spite of its importance, therg 
is a great jack of understanding 
of what the real facts are, and in 
consequence there has been until 
recently very widespread apathy 
about it.” 

Mr. Beatty pointed out that the 
Royal Commission had found that 
the identity of the two railways 
should be maintained, but that 
there should be a maximum of co- 
operation with a continuance of 
competition. A maximum of 
good will would be necessary to 
reconcile competition and co-ope- 
ration, and he believed that better 


results could be obtained through .

British-U. S. War Debts. 


At the time this article is written, President Hoover and President- 
@lect Roosevelt are in conference giving consideration to applications made 
by the British, French, and other Governments which are indebted to the | 
United States for loans made by the latter during the war, for an extension 
of the one-year moratorium covering repayments granted last year, and 
generally for a revision of the terms of settlement of such debts. | 

Inasmuch as these enormous international war debts are admittedly one 
cause of the existing financial and economic depression affecting all nations, 
whether they are directly concerned as debtors or creditors or not, it is well} 
that the general position in regard to these debts should be understood in| 
its broad outlines. 

The war debts of the nations of Europe to the United States total | 
approximately $22,143,539,000, of which amount Great Britain owed $11,105,- | 
965,000, and has paid almost $2,000,000,000; France owed $6,847,674,000 and 
has paid $486,075,891; Italy owed $2,407,677,000 and has paid $97,584,422, with 
the smaller nations owing varying amounts. Repayment of these huge} 
amounts were to be made within a period of approx'mately 60 years. | 

On the other hand, Germany was obligated to pay these allied European | 
nations the sum of $26,377,000,000 during a like period of time. In other | 
words, as Germany paid her debts to the Allies, they in turn could pay the | 
United States. But Germany cannot pay; the whole world now recognizes | 
that fact. So at the Lausanne Conference last June, Great Britain and the | 
other nations agreed to let Germany off for $714,000,000 instead of $26,000,- | 
000,000, provided the United States would radically reduce or cancel the war 
debts due to that country. This the United States has thus far refused to do. 

The Allies carried on the war against Germany for three years before 
the United States entered the conflict. Some of them had completely ex- 
hausted their credit in those three years and would have collapsed, the result 
of which might easily have been a German victory. Great Britain came to 
their rescue. But while Great Britain Gould have continued to finance | 
all her own stupendous war expenditures, she could not do so and at the 
same time finance her allies. So Great Britain borrowed from the United 
States and, in turn, financed these other allied countries. They cannot repay 
Great Britain, nevertheless Great Britain is obligated to repay the United 
States, and, as the above figures indicate, has been doing so, As a result 
Great Britain was drained of gold; had to go off the gold standard; and now, 
because of failure of Germany to pay her, or pay other European nations 
which are so heavily indebted to Great Britain, it is no longer possible for 
Britain to continue paying out to the United States when others are not, 
because they cannot pay her. 

Furthermore, in the huge borrowings by Britain and other countries 
from the United States, the latter country did not actually lend them gold. 
What the United States Government did was to advance them credit where- 
with to buy food supplies, munitions, raw materials and manufactures of all 
kinds in the United States. In other words, the money was practically all 
spent in the United States in enormously high war prices for farm products, 
in war-time wages to workers, in war-time profits to manufacturers and 
people generally. The people of the United States prospered while Europe 
was impoverished. . | 

With the ending of the war, and the necessity of paying off these huge. 
credits, the United States Government demanded payment in gold. The 
United States, we repeat, did not lend gold but sold supplies of all kinds on 
credit; then they refused to take supplies back in repayment but demanded 
gold. In order to prevent repayment in supplies they raised their tariff to 
prohibitive heights and shut out foreign goods. In so doing they killed off 
the export trade of the debtor nations, thus making it still harder, in fact | 
impossible, for them to pay. | 

Great Britain has never defaulted in payment of its obligations to any 
one at any time. Repudiation of obligations has never been countenanced by 
Great Britain, although it has been the victim of sucb practices by other 
countries, including several of the States of the United States. Britain has 
no desire to default now, and years ago offered to write off the debts owing 
to her if her own debts, created by borrowings to assist these other nations, | 
were similarly written off. The world’s financial and economic troubles today | 
are not due to Great Britain, and had her advice and example been followed | 
after 1918 there would be no trouble. 

If the United States still remains adamant, if it refuses to cancel or} 
very substantially reduce the amounts owing to that Government, and | 
continues to insist on payment in gold, then, in our humble opinion, the stand |

Grapefruit which is now such a 
popular article of diet, was developed 
by the Chinese some 3,000 years ago 
from one of the wild citrus trees 
with which their country abounds, 
and whose natural fruits are small 
and hardly edible. 

In the eighteenth century it was 
taken by an Englishman, Captain 
Shaddock, to the West Indies and 
grown there with success. Thence it 
spread to the United States, whose 
fruit-growers have given it much at- 
tention and have improved it consid- 
erably. 


Canada’s Aspen Poplar 


Is One Of Mostly Widely Distributed 
Trees In Dominion 

Aspen poplar is one of the most 
widely distributed trees in Canada, 
being found in every province of the 
Dominion. Its northern limit extends 
almost to the Arctic ocean, at the 
Mackenzie delta, From the wood 
of the aspen are made excelsior, box- 
es and barrels for foodstuffs, and cer- 
tain kinds of woodpulp. Lumber made 
from it is difficult to season and very 
perishable. In the prairie provinces 
it is an important source of fuel. —
